2. Claims 1,16-18, and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As discussed by the 
examiner and Bernie Berman during the telephone interview of 10/3/2007, the prior art of record 
Fails to teach or suggest the instantly claimed invention. Specifically, Claim 1, which currently is 
directed to an oligomer, is more clear in that direction and thus free of the current rejection based 
upon Poss et. al., which describes certain monomers and the use of such monomers to form 
polymers. Specifically the reference in paragraph [0034] of Poss et al., that refers to making 
polymers from any of (a) monomers, (b) oligomers and (c) other polymers. Therefore, upon 
further consideration of the references, the rejection of record has been withdrawn. A new search 
of the prior art was performed, however, no new relevant references were discovered.
